DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 , 4 and 5 are allowable. The restriction requirement between the 
product, process of making, and a dispersion comprising the product, as set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 4/30/08, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. Claims 6-18, directed to a process of making silica, a dispersion 
containing the silica, and a method of making and using the dispersion, are no longer 
withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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In light of the amendment and remarks filed 5/1 0/1 0, the instant claims are found 
to be allowable and not taught or suggested in the prior art. Acid treatment to silica has 
an unknown yet profound effect on the properties of silica. Silica produced by means of 
flame hydrolysis also traditionally have far lower starting hydroxyl/silanol densities than 
precipitated silicas, making rehydroxylation processes more difficult for flame-made 
silica. As discussed in previously filed remarks and office action responses, the 
hydroxyl/silanol density measurement of silica varies depending on the method by 
which it is measured. (See for example Ek, et al., Table 3 or Humbert, et a.) Although 
the silica in Kammler, et al. does have the claimed hydroxyl density as measured by a 
similar method involving lithium aluminum hydride as evidenced by later published 
Mueller, et al., it is not described to be exactly the same as the claimed method by J. 
Mathias and G. Wannemacher and the silica does not undergo acid treatment. The 
prior art does not teach or suggest a silica with a hydroxyl density of 3-4.7 OH/nm 2 as 
measured by the method described in by J. Mathias and G. Wannemacher (1988).
